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CONDITIONS OF BUSINESS 


The conditions of business, along with all other terms, conditions and notices 
set out in this auction catalogue, or announced by the auctioneer, form the 
terms on which Jeffrey Hoare Auctions, Inc. (JHA) contracts, as auctioneer, with 
actual and prospective sellers and buyers. These Conditions of Business apply 
to all aspects of the relationship of purchase and sale of property by auction. It 
is therefore very important that you read these conditions carefully. By bidding 
or selling in this sale you agree to accept these conditions, and that these con- 
ditions shall govern all future dealings that may occur between you and JHA. 


You should note that JHA generally acts as an agent for the seller. Any conclud- 
ed contract of sale is made directly between the seller and the buyer. You 
acknowledge that JHA is dependent on the seller for much of the relevant fac- 
tual material pertaining to the items offered for sale. JHA can not and does not 
undertake full due diligence on every item sold. Buyers therefore have the 
responsibility to carry out their own inspection and investigations to satisfy 
themselves as the nature of the items, which they are interested in buying. We 
specifically draw your attention to Conditions 23 through 28, which limit the 
extent to which the seller and JHA may be liable. We also draw to the attention 
of all sellers, their individual consignment receipt, incorporated herein, which 
sets out the relationship between the "seller" and JHA. 


For the purposes of these conditions Jeffrey Hoare Auctions, Inc. is referred to as 
"JHA", "auctioneer", "us" or "we" and actual prospective buyers and sellers are, 
as applicable, referred to as "you" and "your", or "buyer" and "seller". 


Definitions of Terms: 


The following terms, placed in quotation marks, shall have the meaning set out 
below: 

(a) "buyer" means the person who makes the highest acceptable bid or 
that person’s pre-authorized representative; 

(b)"buyer’s premium" means the commission on the "hammer price" 
payable to JHA at the rates listed in the auction catalogue, together with an 
amount in lieu of any taxes applicable to said commission; 

(c) "hammer price" means the price at which an item is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the "buyer" or, in the case of postal auctions, the agreed 
price; in both cases excluding the "buyer's premium"; 

(d) "seller" means the person or persons that have ownership of the mer- 
chandise offered. In the case of multiple ownership, each of the owners 
shall assume, jointly and severally, all obligations, liabilities, and represen- 
tations, warranties, and indemnities as set forth in these Conditions of 
Business; 

(e) "seller's commission" means the amount payable to JHA by the seller at 
the rates applicable at the date of the sale of the property or the date of loss 
or damage to the property, if applicable; 

(f) "net sale proceeds" means the "hammer price" of the lot sold, less the "sell- 
ers commission" and "expenses"; 

(g) "expenses" as related to the sale of items at auction means, but not limit- 
ed to, JHA’s charges for insurance, collection, advertising, catalogue repro- 
duction and photography, packing and shipping costs, research, taxes and 
or duties or charges for other services requested by the "seller" in con- 
junction with the sale. 


General Conditions: 


1. For Canadian residents a 10% buyers commission, plus 7 % GST or 15% 
HST, where applicable, will be added to the hammer price of each lot pur- 
chased. Residents of Ontario will be subject to an additional 8% provincial 
tax. For international buyers only an 11.5 % buyer's commission will be 
added to the hammer price of each lot purchased. These amounts are 
payable by the buyer as part of the total purchase price. Lots are not shipped 
until full payment is received. 


2. We reserve the right to withdraw or combine any lot at our discretion. 


3. In conformity with Canadian Law, no coin or currency lots will be opened 
at less than the face value. 


4. JHA reserves the right to reject any bids not made in good faith and further 
reserves the right to exclude any bidder from participating in its sales for any 
reason deemed appropriate and at our sole discretion. 


5. All bidders in any JHA auction expressly waive any claim or right to an 
accounting, damages or compensation arising out of JHA’ failure to receive 
or execute any bid due to exclusion, clerical error or other causes. No bids 
will be accepted from any person who has not signed a registration form or 
bidder sheet. 


6. No minors may participate in our sales. 


7. Ifyou make a bid at auction you do so as principal and will be held person- 
ally and solely liable for that bid unless we have previously agreed with you 
in writing that you do so on behalf of an identified third party who is accept- 
able to us. In circumstances where we have so agreed, both you and the 
third party will be jointly and severally liable for all obligations arising from 
the bid and the third party shall be bound by the Conditions of Business by 
your bidding as their agent in the same way as if they were bidding person- 
ally. Agents should note that JHAs stated warranties apply only to the regis- 
tered bidder to whom the lot is sold, and can not be extended to any undis- 
closed thirdparty. All agents are therefore advised to register their agency 
and principal with JHA prior to the sale. No exceptions will be granted. 


8. Title to all lots remains with JHA until payment in full is received. 


9. Sales tax will be collected under the law of the Province of Ontario unless a 
valid vendor's permit number is presented, or lots are shipped out of 
Province. 


10. Due to Canadian Heritage laws, some of the items in our auctions may 
require Export Licenses if the successful purchaser requires the lot to be 
taken or shipped out of Canada. JHA will assist the buyer in obtaining such 
licenses and complying with applicable Canadian Heritage laws. 


11. By placing a bid in this sale, you agree that this agreement is made in 
Ontario by the Auction House's entry of your bid, and that disputes con- 
cerning the agreement shall be decided by the application of Ontario law. In 
the event of a dispute or non-payment, JHA may elect to proceed judicially, 
in which case the bidder consents to jurisdiction and venue in the Courts of 
Ontario. If an account is referred to an attorney for collection, the buyer 
agrees to hold JHA harmless and indemnify for all costs of collection, 
including actual reasonable attorney's fees, with interest at 1.5% per month 
(18% p.a.) accruing on the entire amount paid. The bidder also assumes 
both corporate and personal liability for unpaid auction bills. 


12. Successful bidders are required to pay the full invoice amount due before 
the lots are delivered. Previous established lines of credit, at the sole discre- 
tion of the auctioneer, may not be honored unless arrangements for this 
sale have been specifically agreed to, in writing, by the auctioneer. Please 
contact us in advance if you have any questions regarding your purchasing 
plans. First rate credit references or a 25% deposit are necessary to ensure 
entry of your bids.

13. Lot descriptions contained within the catalogue are statements of opinion 
only. All goods are offered with all faults and imperfections and errors of 
description. Illustrations in the catalogue are for identification only, and 
may be reduced or enlarged in size. To assist you, we may refer in a cata- 
logue to particular faults or imperfections, but any such guidance, which we 
provide, does not purport to be exhaustive. You will be deemed to have 
knowledge of all matters which you could be reasonably expected to find 
out given your particular expertise and the exercise by you of reasonable _ 
due diligence. The failure of any third party to concur with any statement of 
opinion shall not be grounds for the return of any lot under Conditions 24- 
26. 


14. Bids for the auction will be accepted by Mail, or fax until the closing date 
and time specified. All telephone bids must be confirmed in writing on a bid 
sheet. 


15. No "buy" or "unlimited" bids will be accepted. Mail bids will be opened at 
the next interval over the second highest bid, except where the intrinsic or 
regular market worth of the item dictates an opening at its fair market value. 
Floor bidding intervals will have an average increment of about 5% at the 
discretion of the auctioneer. 


16. All bids must be in whole dollar amounts, this includes percentage increas- 
es. Lots will open at the next interval over the second highest bidder, or 50% 
of the estimate whether reserved or not. Bids of less than 50% of estimate 
will not generally be accepted except at the sole discretion of the auctioneer. 


17. Inthe case ofa tie mail bid, the first received will be given preference. In the 
case of a tie between a mail bidder and the floor, the mail bidder takes 
precedence. Fax bidders will be considered as mail bidders for the purpos- 
es of this clause. 


18. Bidders are solely responsible for checking the accuracy of their bid sheets.

23. Floor bidders may not return any lots, including those purchased while act- 
ing as agents. Those persons bidding on the floor are deemed to have 
inspected the lots and satisfied themselves as to the lot's authenticity, 
description and condition. No exceptions will be made. 


24. All claims for adjustments by non-floor bidders, for reasons of non-authen- 
ticity must be made within 5 days of receipt of the goods, but in no case later 
than 28 days after a sale, as JHA acts as an agent for various consignors. 


25. NO CLAIMS OF ANY KIND will be considered after settlements have been- 
made.

26. Ifwe are notified prior to the expiration of the 28 day period that the authen- 
ticity of a lot is in question, the matter will remain open until such time that 
the lot in question is proven to be non-authentic to our reasonable opinion. 
Buyers shall be required to submit generally accepted references in support 
of their position. The buyer agrees that any claim shall be limited to the 
"hammer price" and the "buyer's premium" actually paid to JHA with 
regard to that lot. The buyer further agrees that the dispute may, at the sole 
discretion of the auctioneer, be submitted to a third party expert of the auc- 
tioneer’s choosing, whose decision shall be final.

This extremely rare token was issued by Peter McAuslane a hardware merchant on Water Street, St. John’s, Newfoundland, sometime in the early 1840s. It has been supposed that 
the rarity of the token is due to the destruction of McAuslane's premises in the great St. John’s fire of 1846. Because it lacks a mark of value and because of its small size, there is 
some question as to whether the token actually circulated as specie. 


There are probably six to ten genuine examples of the McAuslane known, including the present example. Two specimens are in the Bank of Canada’s National Currency 
Collection. The last auction appearance and public sale of a McAuslane was fifty years ago, in the Howard Gibbs collection at the ANA in 1952, where the token realized $43.00 
in extremely fine condition. Only nine sale appearances are known altogether. Previous appearances include the sale of the Murdoch collection in 1903, a Lyman Low sale in 
1904, the auctions of the W. W. C. Wilson collection in 1925, 1926 and 1927, the sale of the Wickham collection in 1947. Some of these sales are repeat appearances of the same 
specimens. 


The present specimen was discovered in the ground at the location of an old settlement on Prince Edward Island. It may well have been in the ground for over a hundred years, 
since it was found with various other demonetized coins and tokens, and it may have found its way to the Island in the course of the regular ship traffic between St. John’s and 
Charlottetown. Whether this means that it was used as currency remains to be seen. 


Despite its years in the soil, the piece is well preserved, if difficult to grade. An even yellow-brown in appearance, porous as to be expected, the token’ surfaces preserve some 
residue from its reaction with the soil. It has shrunk slightly in size and weight and some details are lost. There is a 5.75mm crack in the flan at 7:30 on the reverse. Careful cleaning 
has exposed what remains of the legends, which now have the appearance of having been etched on the surface of the metal.

Extract from “Deeds of Valour of the Indian Soldier which won the Indian Order of 
Merit during the period 1837 - 1859”, compiled be P P Hypher and published in 1925: 


At the capture of Ghuznee, Subedar Davey Singh of the Bengal Sappers and Miners, 
gallantly led the party of sepoys named in the margin, who carried the gunpowder in 
order to blow open the Kabul Gate. These men were selected from a number who had 
volunteered to carry the gunpowder and Subedar Davey Singh was the first to lead off 
with a bag of powder. The powder was carried in loose open sand bags, and the task 
of arranging the bags at the gate was entrusted to Lieutenant Macleod, a bold young 
officer of the Bengal Engineers, who carried it out calmly and faithfully. The Sepoys 
were unarmed and behaved with great coolness and steadiness both when 
approaching the gate and during the time occupied by Lt. Macleod in arranging the 
bags at the bottom of the gate; and all retired in an orderly manner when Lieutenant 
(afterwards Sir) Henry Durand had lighted the port-fire. All this while the defenders 
of the fortress kept up a heavy fire, but not the slightest unsteadiness or irregularity 
took place among the party. The next moment the Kabul Gate lay in fragments, the 
fortress of Ghuznee was carried at the point of the bayonet and the Governor was 
taken prisoner.”

William Amor Simson was born in Halifax on November 25, 1872 and was educated at Halifax High School. On 26 February 1900, he was appointed Provisional 2"¢ Lieutenant in 
the 63" Halifax Regiment, and was promoted to 24 Lieutenant on 15 February 1901. 


Simson was promoted to Lieutenant in the 4" Canadian Mounted Rifles which left Canada for South Africa, arriving when the war was over. He served from 17 April until 15 October 
1902. He returned with the 63" Rifles and was promoted to Captain on 19 September 1904. 


| The Canadian Army Service Corps (Militia) was created by General Order 141 (1 Nov. 1901) by Lieutenant Colonel J. L. Biggar. The Canadian Permanent Army Service Corps (CPASC) 
was authorized on 1 December 1903, with Captain G. A. Dodge of the 68" Regiment becoming the permanent Corps first officer and Adjutant. Captain E. C. Dean was the second 
officer on the permanent list and Captain William Simson became the third permanent force officer in the CASC on his retirement from the 63" Halifax Rifles. He was appointed 
as Lieutenant in the Canadian Army Service Corps on 1 August 1906. Simson was promoted to Captain on 21 May 1908 and took over No. 1 Detachment at Ottawa. 


In 1910, Captains Simson and Dean went to the UK for a short course on Mechanical Transport (how to drive). On his return, he was appointed as Major and Assistant Director of 
Supply and Transport from 10 November 1911. On the outbreak of the Great War, Simson was promoted to Lieutenant Colonel of the 15 Divisional Train, which was organizing at 
Valcartier. Simson embarked with the unit on 3 October 1914. 


William Simson was appointed to command all Canadian Army Service Corps units from 21 October 1914 and proceeded to France with his unit, arriving in February 1915. He was 
placed on the strength of the HQ Staff Divisional Train from 1 April 1915 and was promoted to Brevet Lieutenant Colonel on 1 July 1915. He was then attached to the Canadian 
Corps as officer in charge of Canadian Army Service Corps personnel (France) and graded as AA & QMG from 24 November 1917, being promoted to Acting Colonel. 


| Simson returned to England on 24 November 1917 to take up duties as Director of Supply and Transport at OMFC Headquarters, London (Shorncliffe), retaining his rank of Acting 
Colonel. He returned to Canada on 13 August 1919 and retired to pension in December, although being listed as District Supply Officer at Toronto in 1920, at which time he held 
the rank of Colonel - the highest rank in the Royal Canadian Army Service Corps during peacetime. 


Colonel Simson had married Louise du Barry of Norfolk, Virginia prior to 1914 and she accompanied him to England, as he had many 8 day leaves to the UK. After his retirement, 
he was employed as a pharmaceutical and analytical chemist. Colonel Simson died in London, England on 17 November 1925 and is buried at Tilford, near Farnham.

Sergeant Emile Couture was the main character in one of the most unusual events related to the D-Day Invasion plans. He was on duty with the No. 5 Canadian Military District at 
Quebec when he came across something of great importance. The famous meeting between Roosevelt and Churchill had just taken place at the Chateau Frontenac and Sgt. Couture a 
was supervising the clean-up of the rooms after the principle participants had left. During a routine search of the desk drawers, he came across a file with Top Secret importance. |g 
Telling no one of what he had found, he immediately rushed to headquarters and asked an aide to parade him before the District Officer Commanding, Brigadier Edmond Blais. | 
The aide asked the reason and was told that it was personal. The aide refused to admit Couture so he left and went home. He returned to headquarters for the next five days, trying 
to find someone who could get him in to see Blais without having to be told his secret. Finally, he managed to convince Major Edouard Gerneay that he indeed had stumbled onto 
something big and was taken in to see the Commanding Officer. On revealing his secret, and surrendering the file he had found, he was placed in an empty office under guard. Two 
hours later he was whisked away under heavy guard arriving three hours later at the Pentagon in Washington DC, where he was questioned intensely regarding the file that he had 
found. Couture was asked if he could remember the contents of the file, to which he replied that he could probably recite the contents verbatim. The British suggested that Couture 
be interred for the duration of the war to avoid a costly slip of the tongue, but both the Canadians and the Americans felt that he should be decorated for his integrity and 
trustworthiness. Couture was allowed to return to Quebec unguarded, and almost a year later the British awarded him the British Empire Medal, but without saying exactly why. 
The file that Sergeant Couture had found in the desk drawer was one of Britain’s master copies of the plans for the invasion of Normandy, complete with dates, landing areas, 
numbers of divisions, naval support and air cover.
